coming from Georgia made her home 
with his father's family during 
biter war days. 
Warned by his 


father that he must never say any- 
thing to hurt the feelings of the visi- 
tor, he wai scrupulous In that par- 
ticular; but one 
night, 
when 
the 


aunt was hearing him my his prayers, 
he evidently thought that In private 
petitions to the Almighty he was ab- 
solved from caution. 
"O Lord," he 


said, "send down fir* and brimstone 
on the southern 
troops 
and drive 


them all together." 


In his youth he was steeped 
In 


stories of Washington, Lincoln and 
the great patriots of the land, and 
from earliest youth 
until 
the 
day 


when he luid down His life he was a 
type Of true Americanism. 
So early 


as when he was 22 years of nee and 
an assemblyman from New York, he 
was asked to deliver an address be- 
fore that ultra-conservative organisa- 
tion. 
He chose for his subject a 


characteristic theme, "Americanism." 
The men of th* club, coldly critical 
In 
temperament, maintained 
their 


distant attitude and 
gave 
him 
no 


great tribute of attention. 
According 


to the rules of the club, a member of 
that body was given tea minute* to 
rebut bis arguments and the speaker 
ten more in sur-rebuttal. The ver- 
dict of the. club was to be upon these 
arguments. 


Glair McKelway, formerly editor of 
he Albany Argua and then and for 
many years afterwards of the Brook- 
lyn Eagle, rose to reply. In bis re- 
marks Mr. McKelway referred to the 
arious "Isms" which annoy mankind, 
mentioning mesmerism, spiritualism 
and a long list of 
Others, including 


Americanism, placing all in the same 
category. 
Throughout the address 


and at Its close McKelway was heart- 
ily applauded by the members of the 
rlut«, 
whose 
chairman announced 


that if he m-lshed the 
visitor could 


have ten minutes for further reply. 


Leaning far out over the edge of 


the platform, 
says Mrs. Robinson, 


who was present at the time, Koose- 
velt gazed down on his audience and 
declared that he did not 
need 
ten 


minutes, nor five, nor two to reply. 
"Admitting th« truth of these stric- 
tures by Mr. McKelway. and if every 
one of these isms is a fad, bow 
about 
patriotism:" 
And 
Koosevelt 


won the decision, cheer rising above 
cheer. 


There are ninny. said Mrs. Kobin- 
n, wlin pl:ice m'lfriiatiunalism be- 


fore patriotism. This was n»t the case 
with Itooaevelt, who was for America 
first and everything else 
afterwards. 


HU steadfast purpose was to assist 
America first, then the. nations of the 
world. 
America wa.- not 
a 'perfect 


place but the goal of 
opportunity, 


and hand In hand Americans

meet the responsibility. Every
